The Deluge Corroborated by History. 
T he speaker held th a t H igher Critics 
approach every Bible topic from the 
standpoint of unbelief, and declared 
th at if they would reverse their l*n*d- 
tion and seek for corroborations of the 
Billie, their success would he bettor.

P asto r Russell prom ised th a t next 
Sunday lie would tak e up the moral 
reasons ju stify in g tile destruction of 
hum anity w ith th e Deluge. 
Through 
his serm ons, p rin ted w eekly in hun 
dreds of new spapers, those desiring 
m ight continue w ith him the study ot 
the subject. 


Geology Confirms tho Mosaio Doings. 
T he great difficulty heretofore bas 
been to harm onize the story of the I tel 
a g e w ith the shape of the earth. 
T his 
has now l>eeii m et. T he Vailiuu theory 
respecting creation show s th at when 
tile earth was in a m olten state, it 
threw off m inerals In the form of 
gases, 
which 
on 
cooling, 
separated 
m ore or less, according to density, aud 
m ust have co nstituted g reet rings ut 
hands about the earth , sim ilar to those 
of Saturn aud Jupiter. 
As the earth cooled, these rings ac­ 
quired sep arate m otions, becuuse of 
th eir distance, but grav itated slowly 
tow ard tile earth , the atm osphere pre 
venting im m ediate precipitation. G rad­ 
ually each would spread out us a great 
canopy, g rav itatin g tow ard the poles, 
because of centrifugal force. 
Filially 
tile accum ulation at the poles Mould 
overcom e the resistance of the atm os­ 
phere. and cause precipitation. 
M any such deluge* occurred before 
m ail w as created, aud from these 1*0010 
m ineral deposits. 
Tile inst of these 
rings consisted of pure w ater, and 
spread out as a canopy wheu man was 
created. 
Frozen In Solid Ice. 
R ecently, iii Hlhcija. a m am m oth was 
found w ith grass betw een Its teeth, 
frozen solid in thick ice. 
Sim ilarly, a 
deer w as found in polar regions w ith 
undigested g rass in Us stom ach. 
E vi­ 
dently the catastro p h e w hich produced 
these 
results 
w us 
su d d e n -su c h 
as 
w ould occur, according to the Yuillan 
theory, said the Pastor. 
T he breaking of the canopy sent a 
g reat flood of w ater suddenly from the 
poles to the equator. 
Then cam e tile 
glacial period, w hen icebergs floating 
dow n from i*olur regions cut deep val­ 
leys, etc, 
As the cold at the poles w as extrem e. 
so w as tho heat a t th e equator. Ocean 
cu rren ts soon set In, w hich have g rad u ­ 
ally modified the arctic regions and 
brought the polar lee as g reat Icebergs 
to w ard the equator.
